Says Man Grabbed Necktie. 

“T had just opened the small door 
when a man inside the garage 
grabbed hold of my necktie, pulled 
me in, and said, ‘Don’t say anything 
or I'll kill you.’ I didn’t resist at 
first, but then I saw he had a re- 
volver in his right hand and I 
grabbed hold of the barrel. 

“He hit me on the side of the face 
then, knocking my glasses off. The 
revolver was discharged twice.

While Gallant and. the robber 
were fighting inside the garage the 
second man came up to the car 
nervously and said to Mrs. Gallant,

so excited she couldn’t remember 
whether she just handed her jewel- 
ry to him or threw it at him. 

What he got was a platinum ring 
set with a marquise diamond sur- 
rounded with baguette diamonds; a 
platinum wedding ring set with dia- 
monds, and a_ platinum flexible 
bracelet, @e inch wide, set with 
diamondsrgnd a small watch. Gal- 
lant had done the work on the dia- 
mond ring and the bracelet him- 
self. The loss was insured.

The Committee on Public Educa- 
tion submitted a code of ethics for 
hospital publicity in which it was 
stated: “Publicity by clinics, hos- 
pitals, sanatoria and other semi- 
public medical institutions as to the 
quality of work done implies excep- 
tional ability on the part of their 
professional staffs, and therefore is 
| advertising the medical men con- 
,cerned. This type of advertising 
distinctly savors of quackery and 
is unethical.” 

Publicity stating that by reason 
of exceptionally fine equipment and | 
material resources one institution 
can give superior medical service, 
the committee said, is frequently | 
'exaggerated and misleading and is | 
| detrimental to the best interests of | 
the public and the “true” medical | 
| profession. 
| The committee added that any.

facts concerning its work, its aims 
| and its ideals,’provided it refrained 
|from any comparisons or superla- 
tive terms, either direct or implied.

Objects to Grade-Crossing Project. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ENTATIVE plans have been drawn 

for a viaduct to be erected on Chip- 
pewa street from a point about 100 feet 
west of the intersection of Gravois ave- 
nue, westwardly over the Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks to a point somewhere be- 


of construction to be defrayed by Federal 
funds. The necessary acquisition of land 
is to come out of a bond issue, which 
Was passed several years ago. 

We in this locality feel that this struc- 
ture, approximately six blocks long, will 
depr®ciate property values of our homes. 
Furthermore, we likewise feel that it is 
a gross imposition upon our city, State 
and Federal Government, for the follow- 
ing reason: 

About 1886, the Carondelet Railroad 
(now Missouri Pacific) was given a fran- 
chise by the City of St. Louis to lay 
its tracks through this area, with the 
provision that said railroad would bear 
half the expense of erecting grade-cross- 
ing eliminations where and as oardi- 
mances were passed requiring the erec- 
tion of such grade-crossing eliminations. 
This franchise expires in June, 1936. 
This provision of said franchise, I under- 
stand, has not been repealed. Neither 
has said railroad constructed grade- 
crossing eliminations, save one. 

I also understand that plans are being 
made to construct several more grade- 
crossing eliminations over the same rail- 
road and out of Federal funds. Surely 
our Federal authorities have not been 
advised of these facts, or they would 
mever have entertained this project. 


If he (the critic) believes that the power of 
Congress to regulate commerce should not he 
limited to that which is interstate, that it should 
extend to every business transaction of every 
man, let him say so, Then we can debate that 
question. 

If he believes that the powers of government 
no longer should be divided among three inde- 
pendent branches, let him say so clearly. Then 
we can discuss that question calmly. 

If he believes that the federal system of a 
sovereign nation and sovereign commonwealth 
should be supplanted by a central government, 
all-powerful over states and men, let him say so 
frankly. Let him put the proposition in short 
and meaning words, not camouflage it beneath a 
mass of senseless verbiage. 

In an editorial of Aug. 5, we said: 

The time has come when the President should 
make a definite decision on. one of the greatest 
issues that he or any other President has ever 
faced and should tell the country in plain terms 
what the decision is. The issue is: The Con- 
stitution—shall we preserve it in its present 
form or shall we throw it overboard and have a 
radically different form of government under a 
new and different Constitution? 

The welfare of the country requires that the 
President tell the people, without further delay, 
whether or not he believes the Constitution is 
outmoded and should be changed. It requires him 
to tell the people, if he believes the Constitution 
should be changed, the nature of the amendment 
or amendments he would seek. The people are 
entitled to know, from the President himself, 
where the New Deal is leading them. 

Mr. Roosevelt has failed to express himself, nor is 
there any indication that he intends to do so. He 
himself started the debate that is now being held 
throughout the country, a debate that is largely 
befogged because of the President’s silence. He 
started it in the famous interview held at the White 
House following the Supreme Court's decision in the 
Schechter case. The clear implication of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s statements on that occasion was that he re- 
garded the Constitution as an outmoded document be- 
longing to the horse-and-buggy era. 

On this occasion, the President intimated he would 
have more to say on the subject, but, when he met the 
press a few days later, he avoided the subject of con- 
stitutional change and devoted his remarks largely 
to suggestions as to how the NRA might be kept 
alive as a skeleton organization. In the interval 
between the first and second interviews, Mr. Roose- 
velt evidently decided not to make any specific pro- 
posals for constitutional change. From the external 
evidence, he evidently decided to push the issue by 
indirection,

One 
hundred sixty years ago, a mob of rascal- 
ly peasants: at Lexington on an April 
morning in 1775 resisted the forces of law 
and order. They did not content them- 
selves with manhandling the law’s repre- 
sentatives, but actually shot down the 
King’s men, The King, it is believed. 
set a price on their heads, but nothing 
much was done about it. 

And what happened? The insurrection 
spread, and the rebels and law-defiers 
under the leadership of George Washing- 
ton were so successful that today we 
must worry along without benefit of 
King or Parliament. 

History sometimes repeats itself. Let 
us hope it does so again.

HERE has been in recent months much 
T specuiation on the effect of the depres- 

sion on health. Certain dramatic state- 
ments have been made indicating a severe 
breakdown, but on the. whole, the assump- 
tion has prevailed that the declining gen- 
eral death rate of the past few years has 
meant a state of physical well-being among 
our people. In fact, there have been not in- 
frequent comments that “the depression was 
good for our health.” The mortality rate 
has popularly been taken as the barometer 
of our people’s physical condition. Analysis 
shows it to be a very poor index. 

The death rate does not indicate the ex- 
tent or nature of the 99 per cent of illnesses 
that are not fatal, nor the physical impair- 
ments such as malnutrition. It is not af- 
fected immediately by unfavorable living 
conditions, unless starvation and pestilence 
are actually present. It does not properly 
measure decreased resistance to disease. 

Furthermore, an actual increase in mortal- 
ity among the unemployed and their fam- 
ilies could have taken place but could have 
been entirely masked by the downward 
trend among the more prosperous elements 
of the population.

That such may well be the case is indi- 
cated by facts reported in a recent survey 
by the United States Public Health Service 
and the Milbank Fund of the wage-earning 
population in 10 industrial localities. It was 
found that the death rate during the period 
1929-32 declined in families with full-time 
employed wage-earners, but in families with 
no employed members or only _ part-time 
wage-earners, it increased 20 per cent. 

A death rate that does not increase, or 
even one that declines, does not tell the 
health story. For every case of sickness re- 
sulting in death, there are from 50 to 100 
cases which recover. 

An assessment of the nation’s health re- 
quires, therefore, that illnesses rather than 
deaths should be the basis from which to 
draw conclusions. The sickness rate, unfor- 
tunately, shows that the physical well-being 
at least of that portion of the nation most 
affected by the depression has been harmed 
by the lower standard of living, worry and 
other by-products of the depression. 

Recent studies indicate a high rate of 
acute and chronic diseases and serious im- 
pairments among families on relief rolls. In 
a number of communities severely affected 
by unemployment, the United States Public 
Health Service, in a house-to-house canvass 
made in collaboration with the Milbank Me- 
morial Fund, found distressing conditions. 

The surveyed localities included seven 
large cities—Baltimore, Birmingham, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, New York (the boroughs of 
Manhattan and Brooklyn), Pittsburgh and 
Syracuse—a group of coal-mining communi- 
ties in the vicinity of Morgantown, W. Va., 
and a number of cotton-mill villages in the 
neighborhood of Greenville, S. C. Districts 
were selected in the poorer sections of the 
cities, but not in strictly slum areas. A rec- 
ord was obtained of the illnesses of each 
member of the family for the three months 
before the visit. 

Twelve thousand families were visited dur- 
Ing this study. The incomes of these fami- 


, the 


lies showed that their standard of living 
must have been very low. It was found that 
66 per cent had incomes of less than $1200 
in 1932 and 32 per cent had less than $600. 
One-fifth of all the families were depending 
on public relief. In 1929, three-fourths of 
these people had been in reasonably com- 
fortable circumstances. 

The illness rate was 56 per cent higher in 
families hardest hit by the depression than 
it was among their more fortunate neign- 
bors. Sickness among these “new poor” was 
more prevalent than among the “chronic 
poor’ who had been poverty-stricken even 
in 1929, a fact which suggests that ill health 
is associated with sudden drop in the stan- 
dard of living. 

The direct effect of unemployment is indi- 
cated by the fact that the sickness rate of 
families having no employed workers was 
48 per cent higher than the sickness rate 
of families with full-time workers and 14 
per cent higher than that of families with 
part-time workers only. These higher ill- 
ness rates appeared among the children as 
well as among the adults. 

There was proportionately more disabling 
illness among persons on relief than in any 
other class. Those who had dropped from 
reasonable comfort to the relief rolls had the 
highest illness rate. Among both relief and 
non-relief families, more illness occurred in 
the groups that had suffered the severest 
economic change during the depression. 

* “ = 


Further data were collected recently by 
Federal Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion on physical impairments and chronic 
diseases among the relief and non-relief pop- 
ulations of a large city. This survey indi- 
cated that the portion of persons on relief 
who had serious physical defects or chronic 
diseases was three times that in the same 
occupational class not on relief. 

Analyzing the group of persons reporting 
no physical impairments or chronic dis- 
eases, the survey showed only 12 per cent 
were on relief, whereas 30 per cent of those 
who had some impairment or chronic dis- 
ease were on relief. Also, the survey indi- 
cated that within the non-relief population, 
the proportion of persons with disease or 
impairment increases definitely from _ the 
lowest rate in the professional, proprietary 
and clerical classes to the highest among 
unskilled laborers. 

In contrast, within the relief population, 
which had a proportion of handicapped per- 
sons far in excess of the non-relief figure, 
there was little variation of the rate of dis- 
ease or impairment between occupational 
groups. 

Obviously, facts such as these reveal not 
only conditions of human suffering and 
wretchedness but economic waste, and 
challenge us to a swift-moving program of 
conservation of one of our most valued na- 
tional resources—the health and vitality of 


our people.

Mussolini appeared on the bal 
cony of Venezia palace at 6:35 p. m@ 
in the light of flaming oil pots 
For several minutes before am 
after his appearance, the crows 
roared a salute, the swelling choru: 
of voices drowning out all othe 
sounds. : 


These massed voices were earé 
through the loud, speakers in th 
7329 communities where loyal Fas 
cists had gathered. 

At the signal for the test of mobil 
ization strength, the Fascists wer 
required to leave their work, retut 
to their homes, don blackshirt uni 


forms, and fall in at prearrange 
points. 
The announcement by Starace 


was made over the Rome radio a 
3:20, just 10 minutes before the sig 
nal for general mobilization was t 
be given. He gave the populatiol 
two hours to reach their places. 

Bands suddenly appeared in thé 
streets playing “Giovinezza, tht 
Fascist national anthem, ame 
crowds going to their places of as 
sembly toox up the tune. 

Flags were unfurled from build 
ings throughout the country. Othe 
banners were waved by. women &: 
their menfolk departed. 

Poster Reference to Britain. 

Red, white and black poster 
bearing Mussolini’s profile were dis 
Played on buildings. “Italy love: 
peace.” said these posters, “but no 
unless it is foundéd on justice. Ws 
have had friendship for the Bn 
glish poople—sincere friendship, ¢ 
friendship through a course @ 
years. But today we find it simpli; 
monstrous that .this nation whiel 
dominates the world refuses us ¢ 
‘trip in the poor land of Africa.” 

Other posters read: “We have 
said frankly what we wish to of 
tain. This is a-colonial operation 
‘iving us security above all if Bast 
Africa and the possibility of expan: 
sion for the prolific people whe 
come from a land which has not
